We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this, 
our Twenty-eighth Annual Report on the condition of the prisons 
and prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
registration of criminals ; also our Sixth Annual Report on the 
State Inebriate Reformatory. 


Prisons and Prisoners. 

The number of prisoners committed to prisons in Ireland Number of 
during 1905 was 32,7 38, and the daily average number in custody pnam« s - 
was 2,601, an increase of 686 in the number of commitments, and 
an increase of 31 in the daily average number of the previous 
year. 
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The subjoined table gives a comparative view of the number 
of prisoners during the past ten years in prisons in Ireland : —

This table includes prisoners committed to prisons in Ireland 
as Debtors or under Civil process, of whom there were 75 com- 
mitted during 1005, an increase of 16 on the number of such 
prisoners committed during the previous year. 

The number of prisoners committed to bridewells during 1905 
was 502, the number for the previous year having been 495- Of 
the committals during 1905, 109 were under sentence of 72 
hours or less. The rest were committed on remand; 151 of them 
were afterwards committed to one of the prisons. 

There is a further slight decrease in the proportion of prisoners 
committed to prison on conviction for drunkenness to the total 
number of convicted prisoners committed, the proportion, which 
was about 50 per cent, in 1902, having gradually fallen to about 
43 per cent, in 1905. 

196 Juveniles, i.e., prisoners under 1 6 years of age, were 
committed during 1905, being an increase of 1 . on the number 
committed during the previous year. 

Of these 31 were either discharged unconvicted, or remained 
untried at the end of the year, and 165 were convicted. 

The latter were dealt with as follows ; — 

100 were sentenced to imprisonment for terms varying from 
24 hours to 4 months. 

17 were discharged under the Summary Jurisdiction over 
Children (Ireland) Act, 1834, and 12 under the Proba- 
tion of First Offenders Act, 1887. 

29 were sentenced to reformatories, and 1 was sent to an 
industrial school. 

5 were bound to keep the peace.

We cannot too strongly express our regret that children of 
from 9 to 11 years of age are still sent to Prison by some Magi- 
strates, as the above table shows, for such offences as throwing 
stones into a harbour or in the street, loitering at a harbour or 
near goods or trespassing in pursuit of game. Although the 
common objection to sending children to jail, viz : — the allega- 
tion that they “ herd with common criminals ” is absolutely 
untrue, the practice is deplorable on other grounds. They 
become for life branded with the Prison taint, and being well and 
kindly treated, lose the salutary dread of Prison of which they 
acquire no experience in its severer disciplinary aspect, All 
juvenile prisoners are located in a part of the Prison 
entirely by themselves, and have no intercourse whatever with 
adult prisoners. Those under sentence of a month’s imprison- 
ment and upwards are sent to Mount] oy Prison, Dublin, for 
special reformatory treatment. A considerable amount of time 
is devoted to school, gardening, and physical drill. They are 
also taught some useful industry, at which they work in their 
cells with doors open under the supervision of specially selected 
officers. 

Having regard to the provision made by the legislature in the 
Summary Jurisdiction over Children (Ireland) Act, XSS4s, the 
Probation of First Offenders Act 1887, the Keformatory Schools 
Act, 1893, and the Youthful Offenders’ Act, 1901, to enable 
juvenile offenders to be dealt with otherwise than by imprison- 
ment, it is to be hoped that the committal of children of 
tender years to prison will soon cease. 

Nival and There has been a further decrease in the number of Naval 
Prisoners ariC * Military prisoners committed to Givil Prisons in Ireland, 
ruoners. the number of such committals during 1905, having been 147 
(29 Naval and 118 Military) as compared with 313 (42 Naval 
and 271 Military) in 1904. 

Fine or Increasing use is being made in Ireland of the Fine or Im- 

Impnsonment prisonment Act, 1899, under which prisoners committed to 
prison in default of payment of fines can, by payment of a 
portion of the fines, obtain a proportionate remission of the 
imprisonment. The number of prisoners who availed themselves 
of the Act has risen from 1,340 in 1900 to 3,026 in 1905, and the 
amounts paid from £577 3s. 8 d. in the former year to £969 10s. 5d- 
in the latter year. 
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The health of the prisoners has been good. There was very Health and 
little zymotic disease except influenza ; there was no case of Mortality 
either typhus or typhoid fever. 

Among local prisoners there were, excluding an execution, five 
deaths. Two were the result of cardiac syncope in constitutions 
debilitated by drink, one was caused by valvular heart disease, 
one by delirium tremens, and one from sudden failure of the 
heart’s action. There were two deaths in the Convict Prisons, 
one from paralysis, and one from angina pectoris. From local 
prisons thirty-one were released on medical grounds before the 
expiration of their sentences, and one from the Convict Prisons. 

Of these, eleven were women who were near their confinement. 


Sixty-four insane prisoners were transferred from local prisons Insanity, 
to lunatic asylums. Out of this number fifty-two were insane on 
reception, five had been ordered to be detained during the pleasure 
of the Lord Lieutenant as having been insane at the time of com- 
mitting the offence or being incapable of pleading, and of the 
remaining seven, one was weak-minded, one was an epileptic, 
and one had been an asylum inmate. Two insane convicts were 
transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum ; one. of them 
had always been weak-mind ed. 


The conduct of prisoners in local and convict prisons has been Conduct ot 
good during the year. Prisoners. 

It is to be noted that since the introduction in 1902, of the 
new rules for local prisons, while the number of prisoners com- 
mitted each year has remained practically stationary, the 
number of prison offences has diminished, as shown by the 
tables in the Appendices to the Board’s Annual Reports, viz. : —

There was one case of corporal punishment which was inflicted Corporal 
on a convict in Maryborough Convict Prison during 1905 Punishmeia* 
(dangerously assaulting the Chief Warder by striking him on 
the head with a hammer). 

Corporal punishment, of which there has only been one other 
case for the last thirteen years, and which in Ireland is confined 
to convicts, is now inflicted only for Mutiny or incitement to 
Mutiny or gross personal violence to an officer or servant of the 
Prison. 

The Visiting Committees of Prisons take an increasing interest X is l j l t ^ tces 
in the important duties devolving on them under the rules for ommi ces ' 
Visiting Committees issued in 1902. During the past four years, 
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1902-1905. the average number of visits at which two or more 
members were present shows a considerable increase on the figures 
for the four years, 1898-1901.

1 he secular instruction of prisoners under forty-five years of 
age whose sentences amount to three months or upwards, and 
w lose education on committal was defective has been continued 
with good results. The libraries attached to the prisons are 
much appreciated by the prisoners, who avail themselves largely 
ol them. D ■ 

, 'I' i e 5 re *' that at only one prison has advantage been taken 
by Visiting Committees of the power given to them under the 
new lines introduced in 1902 to organise lectures for prisoners, 
i.e-, at Dundalk Prison where the series of lectures delivered in 
the year 1904-5 was followed by another lecture, the subject of 
which was “Temperance and Hygiene,” on Sth October, 1905. 
VV e nope that the Visiting Committees of other nrisons will 
organise similar lectures. 


,, ^he past 10 years various changes have been made in 

the law and practice in connection with prisons and prisoners in 
this country, chief amongst which are the following 

l -^briates Act, 1898, under which criminal habitual 
ui unkards can for the first time be compulsorily committed 
to Inebriate Reformatories instead of to prisons ; 
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The Fine or Imprisonment (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 
.1899, — which has been of advantage to the State by reducing 
the daily average number of prisoners, thereby relieving the 
State of the cost of their maintenance and at the same time 
bringing in an increased amount of fines, and has also been 
of advantage to the individual and his family by not 
withdrawing him from his work ; 

The Youthful Oflenders Act, 1901, — which is intended to 
lessen the committal of children to prison. 

The use of the plank bed has been abolished (except as a 
punishment), in the case of prisoners not sentenced to hard 
labour, and the period to be passed on it has been reduced 
from a month to fourteen days in the case of male prisoners 
sentenced to hard labour. 

Imprisonment has been made more deterrent for the 
habitual offender by not selecting old offenders for special 
employments regarded as privileges when suitable first 
offenders are available. 

Industries where possible are carried out in the open air 
and prisoners are employed much more at gardening, &c., 
than formerly. 

The employment of well conducted prisoners in associa- 
tion as fill' as practicable, under supervision, has also been 
introduced with good results from the points of view of the 
well-being and conduct of the prisoners and the output of 
labour. 

More attention has been given to the separation of 
prisoners of criminal and corrupt habits from others. 

More time is devoted to secular instruction. 

More individual attention is given to prisoners, especially 
juveniles, both in Prison and when discharged, and the 
number of Prisoners’ Aid Societies has increased. 

A Reformatory class of Male Juvenile Adults, i.e., prisoners 
between sixteen and twenty-one years of age, has been started 
in Clonmel Prison. This class will consist of male juvenile 
Adults under sentences of nine months or upwards, who will 
be transferred from the various prisons. 

The scope of the powers and duties of Visiting Committees 
has been enlarged. 

Well conducted prisoners can communicate more frequently 
with their friends both by visits and letters than formerly. 
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Local prisoners who have attained a certain stage, and 
who have completed twelve months of sentence are now 
allowed the privilege of walking and ’ conversing together 
to a limited extent. 

The system of identification of prisoners by means offino-er 
prints has been introduced and the methods of photography 
improved. 

The period to be passed by convicts in separate confine- 
ment which was formerly nine months has been reduced to 
six months in the case of males and four months in the case 
of females committed under fresh sentences, and to three 
months in the case of males or females recommitted on 
forfeiture or revocation of licence. 

Che obligation on convicts released on licence to report 
themselves to the police, is remitted a few months after 
release Irom prison in the case of those convicts who are un- 
likely to again fall into crime. This practice has worked 
well. 1 he enforcement of this salutary obligation is, how- 
ever, not remitted in the case of habitual criminals. The 
stock complaint of the latter class that such police super- 
vision prevents them from getting or keeping employment 
has invariably when inquired into broken down. The police 
discharge this duty with tact and discretion. 


The policy of prison concentration has been continued by 
the closing of thi’ee local prisons, viz., those of Grange- 
gorman, Wexford, and the female prison at Limerick; by 
the abolition of the six minor prisons for remand and short- 
sentenced prisoners at (Jarrick-on-Shanuon, Drogheda, 
Enniskillen, Mullingar, Omagh, and Wicklow, and by the 
closing of seven Bridewells. 

A farm of thirty-four acres has been purchased at Mary- 
borough Convict Prison, to which the male convicts formerly 
confined in Mountjoy Prison have been transferred. This 
has removed the objection pointed out by the Royal Prison 
Leyimission of 1884 to the detention of a large body of 
prisoners convicted of serious crimes in the immediate 
vicinity of a great city. 


The Prisons (Ireland) Bill, based on the English Prison Act of 
1898, contains further important provisions. The two principal 
advantages which the passing of this Bill will secure for prisoners 
in Ireland are as follows • — 1 

^ y~The privilege in the case of prisoners whose sentences ex- 
ceed six calendar months of being able to earn by special industry 
ana good conduct remission of portion of their imprisonment. 
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The following extract from the Report of the English Prison 
Commissioners for the year 1902-03 shows the benefical opera- 
tion of the new system of remission of sentence in the case of 
local prisoners under the Prisons Act of 1S9S : — 

“The power to earn remission of sentence where it exceeds six 
“ months, is operating, according to the almost unanimous testimony of 
“ Governors, in a manner conducive both to better discipline and to a 
« larger output of work. We regard the right to earn remission by 
“industry with good conduct as a most interesting illustration of the 
“ truth of the principle that discipline in prison is better maintained by 
“ hope than by fear. The hope of earning even a few days off a sentence 
“ is a better guarantee of good conduct and industry than the fear of 
“ severe punishment following upon a failure in either of these two 
“respects." 

2 : — The formation of a new class of prisoners, i.e., offenders of 
the 2nd Division, whose Prison treatment will he more punitive 
than that of 1st Glass Misdemeanants, hut less punitive than that 
of ordinary convicted prisoners. Under the present law in Ireland 
prisoners convicted of misdemeanour and not sentenced to hard 
labour . can only be sentenced by courts either to be treated as 
1st Class Misdemeanants or else as ordinary prisoners, but under 
the English Prisons Act, 1898, it is provided that— “ Where a 
person is convicted by any Court of an offence, and is sentenced 
to imprisonment without hard labour, the Court may, if it thinks 
fit, having regard to the nature of the offence and the antecedents 
of the offender, direct that he be treated as an offender of the 
first division or as an offender of the second division. If no 
direction is given by the Court, the offender shall, subject to the 
provisions of this section, be treated as an offender of the tliix’d 
division.” 

The chief skilled employments for the longer sentenced j"^ n tric3 
prisonei's are tailoring, shoemaking, carpentry, brush making, 
weaving, baking, matmaking, laundry work, dressmaking, sewing 
and knitting. The simpler industries for short sentences, include 
stonebreaking, wood chopping, sack making, mail bag making, 
ffie. All the frieze for the male prisoners clothing, and the linsey 
for the females is woven in the Prisons and so are the blankets. 

The uniform of the warders, the clothing of the prisoners, the 
boots and shoes for both officers and prisoners, brushes, utensils, 

&c., for the Prisons Service are made by Prison labouit 

In Dublin and Cork the bread is baked in prison bakeries. 

High class laundry work is taught in several Female Prisons, and 
the making of the female officers uniforms affords valuable 
instruction in dressmaking. The mail bags for the Irish Postal 
Service and the firewood and mats required by the Board of 
Works for the Irish Public Buildings are made by Prison 
Labour, and the washing for the Royal Irish Constabulary Depot 
is done in Mountjoy Female Prison. 

The farm attached to the Convict Pi'ison at Maryborough has 
been well tilled during the year, and has produced excellent 
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crops, and so have the vegetable gardens attached to the Prisons 
more especially at Tralee, Belfast, Sligo and Castlebar, In these 
Prisons the aim is to make the farm and gardens models, and the 
prisoners' labour an apprenticeship to high class vegetable 
farming. * 

During the year the Laundry at Mountjoy Female Prison has 
been reconstructed. 

i . P ro ^ * n Manufacturing Department for the year 
1905-6 was £3,5fiS 11s. 8 d. No credit is taken in this sum for the 
■\voik done for the Prisons Service, supplies to Prisons being 
charged at cost price. 

The Prisons have been kept in good condition. 

The usual details oi the principal works of construction and 
repair carried out in the prisons during 1905 will be found iu 

le Appendix. The most important of these are the completion, 
at Belfast Prison, of a new block for the reception of prisoners, 
with suitable bathing accommodation, storage for clothing, &c, 
and the construction of a new kitchen in the same prison with 
modern appliances and increased accommodation. 

We are glad to be able to state tliat'since the publication of 
our last report, Certified Prisoners’ Aid Societies have been 
formed m connection with Londonderry Prison, and that steps 
are being taken to establish such societies in other towns, 
ft is a matter for regret that there is not a society in every 
town where there is a prison, as owing to the want of such a 
society the work of aiding prisoners on discharge from some of 
the prisons has to be directed by the Board, who have obviously 
not the facilities for aiding prisoners which local philanthropic 
bodies possess. There are many instances in which the Board 
would exercise the power of giving special gratuities if there 
were a local prisoners' aid society available to undertake the 
proper application of the grants. 

A list of the societies now existing, and extracts from the 
latest available published reports of these societies will be found 
in the Appendix. 

1 he conduct of the prison officers has been very good. 
Registration of Criminals. 

The finger print system of identification of criminals has been 
thoroughly successful and continues to show excellent results. 

Inebriate Reformatories.

Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis during the year 1905 was 879 
males and 21-61 females, total, 30-4, a decrease of 351 males and 
158 females as compared with 1904.

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The. females are employed in cooking, washing, knitting, and 
sewing, making uniforms for the female officers of the Reforma- 
tory, making and repairing articles of clothing, &c., for inmates 
of the Reformatory and prisoners, and making clothing, raws, &e, 
and doing fancy work for shops, &c., such as articles ’of under- 
clothing, “ Smyrna ” rugs, woollen mats, drawn linen teacloths, 
toilet covers, &c. 

The end aimed at in the employment of inmates is traininn 
them to habits of industry, and instructing them in some useful 
trade or handicraft. The instruction thus given serves to furnish 
them on discharge with the means of earning an honest living, 
and where not required for this purpose, affords them occupation 
for their spare time. 

Many amongst the illiterate classes turn to drink as the only 
means of passing their unoccupied time. They have no idea of 
any pursuit or even amusement in which to spend their surplus 
energy, and seek the association of the public house. There are 
others, perhaps the majority, who have no desire to work, and 
whose drunken habits are the result of their idleness, and for 
these the training to habits of industry is essential. Sloth and 
intemperance often react upon each other; drink is the cause of 
idleness, and idleness is the cause of drink. The want of em- 
ployment, whether from inability or unwillingness to work, is 
undoubtedly the primary cause of much intemperance. 

The recreation hours are made as enjoyable as possible for the 
inmates, and every encouragement is given them to engage in 
games, and to read instructive and amusing books, newspapers, 
and magazines. r r 

Both work and recreation are important factors of the Refor- 
matory system, which aims at the physical, mental, and moral 
restoration of the inebriate. So long as the body or mind of the 
inebriate is unhealthy or morbid, reformation is practically im- 
possible; and, in order to restore these to a healthy condition, 
wholesome food, regular living, cleanliness, fresh air, work, and 
recreation are necessary. 

again plead for earlier and longer sentences ; earlier, before 
the disease (and drunkenness in case of the inebriate is a disease), 
has become incurable, and longer that the treatment may be 
effective and the results _ permanent. Further, for the sake of 
the peace and the well-being of society, it is advisable to have 
he veteran drunkard cared for in the Reformatory, and his safety, 
and that of society, assured for at least a few years, even though 
only a few of these old offenders have become reformed as a result 
ot their detention. Moreover, it is right that even the most 
lopeless cases should have a chance of reforming. The system 
of sentencing inebriates to short periods of imprisonment has 
een useless, if not actually harmful. It may do them some good 
to subject them to the Reformatory treatment, but if instead of 
waiting until the disease has become incurable they were to be 
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promptly committed to the Reformatory and given the benefit 
of the hill term of treatment, there is every chance that they 
would return to society thoroughly healthy, responsible, and 
sober men. The Inspector of the English Reformatory says in his 
last annual report : — “ It is sad beyond measure to be in personal 
touch, daily, with literally hundreds of persons who have been 
sent too late, with the certainty that many might have been sent 
in time.” 

While advocating longer sentences we are not, except in hope- 
less cases, in favour of the inebriate being detained in the Refor- 
matory for the full term of a three years' sentence, but we regard 
such a sentence, with the last twelve or eighteen months spent 
on conditional liberty under the care of a suitable guardian, as 
the most beneficial for the inebriate. When thus liberated under 
the care of his guardian, and knowing that any relapse or breach 
of the conditions of licence will be immediately followed by his 
return to the Reformatory, the inebriate is strengthened and pro- 
tected in keeping his good resolutions, and while thus strengthened 
and protected, acquires a greater strength of will, forms new and 
better habits, breaks all connection with his former drunken 
associates, and when he is once started on a sober and steady 
course of life, there is every likelihood of his persevering to the 
end. It is to allow of this period on licence that we plead so 
urgently for longer sentences. 

It appears to be assumed that once an inebriate relapses his Relapse, 
case is hopeless or else' that the Reformatory system is itself at 
fault. This assumption is wrong, for there have been relapsing 
inmates recommitted to Ennis Reformatory who eventually went 
out sober and useful members of society, and the failure in the 
first instance may have been due to the inadequate length of the 
sentence. Moreover, it is apparently forgotten by those who 
make this assumption that the Reformatory is intended not only 
as a place for reformation for those who are capable of reforma- 
tion, but also as a place of segregation or quarantine to protect 
society and prevent the evil influence of the example. Besides, 
we think, if recommittal to the Reformatory were more general 
in the case of relapsing inebriates, those discharged from the 
Reformatory would he more careful to avoid such a possibility, 
and would consequently be more likely to abstain from drink. 

The longer sentence in the Reformatory has a more deterrent 
effect than short terms of imprisonment. The average inebriate 
has become indifferent to the short sentence, and rhinks very 
little of a week or a month in Prison. 

The office of guardian is an arduous one, and people are often Gu>rdi*n« 
deterred from undertaking it by the previous troublesome 
character of the inebriate. All the more credit and praise is 
therefore due to those who have so disinterestedly taken up this 
charitable work, and who have discharged it faithfully and well. 

B 
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A period of nearly five years has now elapsed since habitual 
drunkards commenced to be discharged from Ennis Reformatory 
after undergoing a course of treatment there.

A number of those who have been classified as “ relapsed” in 
this table have been better conducted since than they were before 
tbeir detention, but the improvement is not such as would war- 
rant their being classed as doing well. As regards those who 
died, four did well up to the time of their death, the fifth was dis- 
charged through ill-health shortly after his committal and died 
a few days later in hospital. Of the three cases committed to 
lunatic asylums, one was found to be insane on her committal, 
another who had 333 previous convictions and was twice before 
in asylums lost her mind during detention and was again removed 
to an asylum, and the third was committed to an asylum a few 
months after her discharge. 

Some of these discharged inebriates, however, have not been 
many months at liberty, and the change in them cannot with 
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certainty be looked upon as permanent ; but on the other hand, 
a" considerable number have been at liberty for periods varying 
from two years to four years and nine months. 

These results, showing the effects of the reformatory treatment, 
prove the utility of the system as compared with the old method 
of imprisonment.

In pursuance of the provisions of Section 7 (3) of the Aliens Act, 
1905, I hereby direct, with regard to the Custody of an Alien in 
respect of whom a Certificate has been given by a Court with a view 
to bis Expulsion from the United Kingdom, that ; — 

1. (1) "Where a Court gives a Certificate with a view to the ex- 

pulsion of an alien, either under Section 3 (1) ( b ) of the 
Aliens Act, 1905, or under Section 3 (1) (a) thereof, with- 
out imposing a sentence of imprisonment, the alien shall, 
unless the Court otherwise directs and admits him to bail, 
stand committed to the prison to which the Court ordinarily 
commits prisoners until the Orders of the Secretary of 
State with respect to his expulsion are received. 

(2.) Where a Court gives a Certificate under Section 3 
(1) (co) and imposes a term of imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one month, the alien shall, if the Secretary of State 
has not sooner decided upon his case, be detained in prison 
until the Orders of the Secretary of State with respect to 
his expulsion have been received. 

2. In any such case as aforesaid, a copy of the Certificate, signed 

by the Clerk or other proper officer of the Court giving the

The privileges available to prisoners attaining advanced stages are 
an incentive to good conduct and industry. Males in first stage have 
been employed stonebreaking and oakum picking ; in second, third, and 
fourth stages, woodcutting, making yeast bags and cooking for male 
and female prisons. Tradesmen, on attaining advanced stage, have 
been employed at their respective trades for the benefit of the prison, 
females — sewing, knitting, washing, and repairing prison clothing. 

There have not been any escapes or attempts to escape during the 

Secular instruction has been given with good results, and in nearly 
ah cases prisoners have been attentive and shown a desire to learn to 
read and write. 


Prisoners have been encouraged to read during non working hours 
and have availed themselves freely of the library, picture books being 
provided for illiterates, which is a great encouragement to this class to 
learn to read. 


. Chaplains, or their approved substitutes, have attended regularly 
in accordance with rule and have appeared to take great interest in the 
welfare of the prisoners while in custody, and have always been ready 
to assist in procuring work for them on discharge. 

The prison buildings, &c., have been kept in good order and efficient 
repair by prison labour. 

Pire appliances are in proper working order, and the staff are trained 
to their use.

Extracts from tub GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the subordinate staff has on the whole been good, 
and the discipline of the prison has been well maintained. 

The conduct of the prisoners, with a few exceptions, has been good. 

There hare been no escapes or attempts to escape. 

Hard labour for males for the first 28 days has been carried out 
by stone-breaking, rope-picking, bag-making, and wood-chopping. 

Associated labour for all prisoners out of the first stage is carried 
out as far as possible, preference being given to prisoners in the higher 
stages. Industrial labour consists of mat-making, tying and dipping 
wood, tailoring, shoemaking, cutting linen, yeast bag-making, sewing, 
knitting, laundry work, repairs to buildings, gardening, etc. 

Associated labour is much appreciated, and, under proper control, 
is an incentive to the prisoners’ good behaviour, and has a salutary 
and elevating effect. 

The land has been profitably tilled; twenty-five tons of potatoes were 
grown — being an increase of seven and a half tons over previous year— 
and sufficient vegetables to serve the prison throughout the year. A 
large surplus was sold to the officers and outside public. 

The garden provides healthy and interesting employment. 

Great advantage has been taken of the provision for the part payment 
of fines by prisoners and their friends ; 534 obtained their release by 
paying a portion of their fines amounting to £196 17«. 8 d., and 214 on 
payment of full fine amounting to £195 If. 2d. 

The Chaplaius or their approved substitutes continue to carry out 
their duties with great zeal, and take a deep interest in the welfare of 
the prisoners. 

The Medical Officer has attended regularly ; he takes a deep interest 
in the health of both prisoners and officers. 

The Sisters of Charity and Lady Visitors show unabated interest in 
their duties, and in several instances there is reason to believe per- 
manent benefit has followed their kindly interest in the welfare of 
discharged prisoners. 

The Prison Gate Mission and Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society 
continue to relieve all deserving cases and do a great deal of useful 
work. They have enabled many to find employment and begin life 
anew with a fair prospect of success. 

Seventy-seven destitute and deserving prisoners were, on discharge, 
helped hy grants from the Board for clothing, tools, and sustenance 
until they obtained employment. 

The star class prisoners and juveniles have been separated and kept 
apart from all other prisoners, and the regulations relating to same are 
strictly carried out. Only 30 males and 1 female under the age of 16 
years committed during the year. 

Boys who declare themselves to be more than 16 years are carefully 
examined, and if found suitable are classed and treated as juveniles. 

The buildings and fences are in good order. 

The fire appliances are adequate and in working order ; the supply 
of water also is sufficient. 

The progressive stage system has been duly carried ouL 

The schoolmaster and the schoolmistress are most zealous and 
careful in the discharge of their scholastic duties. They exercise a 
good influence over the minds of their pupiis, and the progress made 
has been most satisfactory. Special attention has been paid to juvenile 
offenders. 
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The new reception is now in full working order, and is a great boon 
to this large prison. 

The new kitchen is drawing near completion ; I hope to utilise it in 
a few months. 

The Visiting Justices meet the first Wednesday in each month, and 
continue to take an active part in the work and management of the 
prison.

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Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


I am pleased to report that the attention of the Church of Ireland 
prisoners to my ministry during the past year has been invariably good. 
This remark applies equally to my private and personal visits and to 
my public addresses in the Prison chapel. 

Every possible facility has been afforded me for personal dealing 
with the prisoners under my spiritual charge, and particularly the 
juveniles and first timers, and my work has been lightened as much as 
possible by the sympathetic co-operation of the Governor and his 
excellent staff. 

The school work has been carried on with as much efficiency as could 
be expected, in the circumstances of the case, and having regard to the 
material the teachers have had to deal with. 

The Prison Gate Mission to women under its new management gives 
promise of great usefulness, and is already doing good work. 

The Prison Gate Mission to men has had a great deal to contend with 
but it is making a noble effort to deal with the needs of a difficult class 
to help. It is a great satisfaction to feel that through these beneficent 
agencies, to everyone leaving the Prison gate a sympathetic helping 
hand is earnestly offered. 

May I be allowed to put on record an expression of my deep grati- 
tude to the ladies who visit at the Prison, and especially to Miss 
Fleming, who for so many years, by the kind permission of the Board, 
has visited the women in their cells, and who has done so much in a quiet 
way both inside and outside the Prison to help them to a better life. 

Within the Prison generally the sanctions of the law are enforced 
with the greatest regard for humanity and with the object of promoting 
the moral and spiritual uplifting of the prisoners, and yet order and 
discipline are admirably maintained. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report 


All R.C. prisoners arc visited by me as often as I consider^ it 
necessary. Every facility is given me for the discharge of my duties. 
On Sundays and Saturdays special instruction is given to the prisoners 
and an opportunity is afforded them on same days for approaching the 
Sacraments. During Lent and other times of special devotion I am 
assisted by Clergymen from the City to give the prisoners a change of 
Confessors with a view to enable them to comply with their Paschal 
obligations. . . , 

The nuns pay a visit every Suoday to the female prisoners, and are 
of great assistance to me in encouraging young girls to lead a better 
life The other lady visitors instruct the women in their cells, and, in 
that way, help to make amends for the deficiencies of early religious 
instruction. 
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In my report last year I referred to the new Sacred Heart Home at 
Ballynafeigh for first committals. I am pleased to report that this Home 
has been a great success. Before another year, I am of opinion, that it 
■will require to be enlaiged to meet the number of cases that seek shelter 
under its roof. 

The school master pays particular attention in the school-room to the 
prisoners committed to his care.

Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I beg to report that the prisoners under my charge have been -very 
attentive to my instructions and in various ways showed their appre- 
ciation. At divine worship they were reverent and joined heartily in 
the singing. At present I have as a regular worshipper a former 
prisoner who has also become aseatholder in my church, and two others 
attend occasionally. Several women have been sent to Homes but 
almost all soon left. The Prisoners’ Aid Societies have rendered some 
assistance, especially “The Men’s Society,” but both fall short of the 
work needing to be done. For women I believe the Salvation Army 
Rescue Homes will be most helpful, owing to their organisation and 
system of sending iu mates to “ colony work,” and eventually placing 
suitable cases in colonies in Canada or other places. 

To me it seems there is little hope of diminishing the prison popula- 
tion and cutting off supplies unless the juvenile offenders are 
specially dealt with, and the habitual prisoners are kept apart from the 
community either at home or abroad till fair evidence is given that they 
can safely return to society, 

A considerable number of temperance pledges were given. Special 
instruction was given to the juveniles. 

The educational work, considering the circumstances, is of a high 
order. The Governor gives every facility and encouragement in the 
way of spiritually helping the prisoners. 


Extract from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


The committals totaled 6,253, of these 57 required hospital treatment 
during their term of imprisonment. 

One prisoner died (female) from cardiac failure. She was a chronic 
a ccholic case, and three females were released on account of advanced 
pregnancy ; three male prisoners were also released on medical grounds. 

I here were only two prisoners transferred to asylum during the 
year in each case the prisoner was insane on committal. 

There were no suicides or attempted suicides. 

We have as usual, been free from all zymotic diseases in the Prison, 
anri the staff has enjoyed a like privilege, therefore I think I may say 
we have had a fair bill of health for the year ’05. 

Two officers were returned as unfit for the service. 
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One of them due to a serious assault by a prisoner, the other due to 
a throat affection requiring him. to wear a silver tube permanently. 

During the period under report the Prison has been kept in good 
order, clean, ventilated, heated, and in proper sanitary condition. 

The opening of the new reception with its five baths and large suit- 
able rooms and other accessories make for comfoit and efficiency to those 
whose duties brings them to this department, and when the disinfection 
chamber in connection with this reception is completed, it will then 
be a complete concern, 

The several dietaries have been well cooked, served in good order, 
and with few complaints from prisoners. 

Prisoners' clothing and bedding has been kept in good condition and 
clean. 

The hospital matron and hospital warder have been careful in carry- 
ing out my orders.

I am glad to be able to report, as Church of Ireland Chaplain, on 
the admirable manner in which this institution is managed. Every- 
thing seems to be done on the best possible lines, and the appearance of 
the interior (which is scrupulously clean) and of the grounds testify to 
the taste and trouble which are expended on them. 

The Services are attended most regularly, and the prisoners are 
always well behaved, and for* the most part seem to follow and take an 
interest in what is going on. 

They have never made any complaints, but, on the other hand, have 
spoken very frequently of the humane treatment they received. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I have nothing to add to my previous reports about the Castlebar 
prison. Discipline and order are well maintained. The prisoners 
attend to their religious duties with strict regularity. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

The health of the officers during the past year was satisfactory. One 
male and one female prisoner were sent to asylums. Two women 
were released on medical grounds, of advanced pregnancy. The health 
of the prisoners was good. 

The food was of good quality and well cooked. The clothing and 
bedding clean and in good condition. The water supply was abundant 
and the sanitary arrangements in good order. 


CLONMEL PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR'S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers, except one who was dis- 
missed for gross neglect of duty, was good. The conduct of the 
prisoners on the whole was satisfactory. One prisoner escaped. 

The fire-extinguishing appliances are in good order, and the officers 
have been trained to use them according to the regulations. The 
prisoners were employed during the year at mat making, wood-chopping 
and oakum-picking, the latter to a very small extent. The garden, too, 
gives a good deal of healthy employment; there is no work more 
appreciated by prisoners, or that they take such interest in. The 
crops raised were heavy and of splendid quality ; after supplying the 
wants of the prison the surplus produce was sold to the officers and the 
public. 
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In the Educational branch, eligible prisoners were instructed as pro 
Tided by the rules; they made fair progress, although many of them 
were illiterate on committal. 

The buildings, walls, &c., have been repaired as required by outside 
and prison labour and are in good condition. 

Ko. 2 Prison, which has been unoccupied for many years, has been 
fitted upfoi the accommodation of juvenile adults — boys between the 
age of 16 and 21 years and undergoing sentence of 0 months orupwards 
— who will be treated on Refonnatorv lines, known in England as the 
Borstal Scheme.

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Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


All the prisoners under my charge as Protestant Chaplain have been 
constantly visited during the periods of their imprisonment. 

There have been very few Protestant prisoners sick during the past 
year, but any that have been on the sick list have received the necessary 
care. 

There was one case of very serious and protracted illness, and noth- 
ing could exceed the attention given by the medical officer, and, in- 
deed, by all tire prison officials. 

I cannot but hope that the religious instruction given to the Pro- 
testant prisoners has not been without happy results. Several have 
promised to amend their ways, but I have never heard from any of 
them after their liberation from prison, and cannot, therefore, say 
whether there has been such amendment of life. 

The Schoolmaster has discharged his duties in a satisfactory manner 
as far as has come under my notice : and all the prisoners eligible for 
school instruction have been carefully examined on admission and be- 
fore discharge, and classified. 

The Library I consider a most valuable source of instruction and 
recreation to the prisoners. They value the books, and the reading 
being all of a healthy character, one cannot but expect it may lead 
some to resolve to live better lives when they are set at liberty. 


Extracts prom the ROMAN OATHOLfC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I am happy to testify that the condition of things Catholic in Clon- 
mel Prison has been satisfactory during the past year. I can rei«jat 
the favourable judgment of my last annual report. The prisoners 
assist at Sunday’s Mass in an orderly and satisfactory manner. They 
are attentive to the instruction addressed to them in the Chapel on 
Sundays and Holidays as well as to individual instruction in cells. 
They show due respect and attention to the priests and give no trouble. 
They approach the Sacraments of Confession and Holy Communion in 
a way that may be described as generally satisfactory. Those newly 
arrived and those about to be discharged are d uly seen by the priests. 
The school work is as satisfactory as before. Confessions weekly. 


Extracts prom the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


The health of the Officers of this Prison was very good during the 
past year. 

There were 449 prisoners treated for illness. 

The only disease of zymotic character was influenza. Fourteen cases 
accurred, three of which were of bad type, and severely complicated. 

There was no death, neither was there a suicide. 

One prisoner was released on the grounds of advanced age and in- 
firmity. 
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One prisoner was found to be suffering from “ alcoholic mania,” on 
committal, and was transferred to the lunatic asylum. 

All prisoners are carefully examined by me, on reception. 

Sanitation, ventilating, and heating were carefully attended to. 
Clothing, bedding, &e., clean and sufficient. 

Provisions were of good quality and well conked. 


CORK (MALE) PRISON. 


Extract prom the GrOVERNOR'S Report. 


In compliance with Rule 159, I beg to report that the conduct of tlm 
Officers during the past year has been very satisfactory. 

The conduct and industry of tlio prisoners have been very satisfac- 
tory (except in the case of six individuals who were occasionally 
refractory), and as a result cases of misconduct were very few, anil 
these only for breaches of the Prison Rules of an ordinary character. 
There were no escapes or attempts to escape during the year. 

The prisoners have been usefully employed at various industries 
during the year, including amongst others shoemaking, matmaking, 
stone breaking, cutting and tying wood carpentry, painting, tinsmith- 
ing, plumbing, tailoring, baking bread for this and Female Prison, 
conking, picking oakum and the general cleaning of the Prison &c., 
The Prison buildings have been kept in good condition, all the 
ordinary repairs and works of maintenance being carried out by Prison 
altour.

As I have only been in charge of the Cork Male Prison for the past 
two months, my Report this year cannot be of a very extensive character. 
However, I am pleased to be able to state, that my experience among 
the prisoners has on the whole been of a most satisfactory character. 
Their behaviour and attention at Divine Service has been very good, and 
they appear to join very heartily in the Service and the Hymns. 

There arc, I believe, at present only two prisoners under my charge 
attending school, and I learn that their progress and proficiency is 
entirely satisfactory. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I am glad to find the prisoners always treated with that kindly 
consideration which is calculated to effect their moral improvement. 

Ou the whole, the prisoners have given very little trouble, and have 
seldom or never made any complaint of harsh treatment.

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It is clear to us tliat the deep interest taken in prisoners by the 
Governor, and his humane character, are productive of the very best 
results, anil are an influence for good not only amongst the. prisoners 
themselves but amongst all the officers. As regards attention to 
religious duties, instructions, <fcc., we are well satisfied with the 
prisoners on the whole. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Pleport. 


The prisoners have been attentive to the Chaplain’s instructions, and 
have joined reverently each Sunday in the worship of God. 

In ail cases of discharge during the year the prisoner has been 
restored to his home again. In this connection T am greatly obliged 
for financial help given by the Prison Board. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER'S Report. 

I have the honour to report that on the whole the health of the 
officers has been good. During the year eight officers were treated for 
slight ailments, three of them at their homes. 

The health of prisoners generally has been good. There were 68 
admissions to hospital with an average daily sick of 1*7. Twelve 
hundred prisoners were treated for illness, with a daily average of 3-3. 
Some of these suffered from influenzal catarrh. This disease did not 
prevail as an epidemic, neither was it of an aggravated character. 

There were no deaths other than one case of execution. Five 
prisoners were sent to the lunatic asylum. 

I regret to observe that the causes of disease were generally asso- 
ciated with drunken histories. 

The dietaries have been good. The sanitary condition of the prison 
has been satisfactory. The drainage has been good, and regularly dis- 
infected and flushed. 


CORK (REMALE) PRISON. 


Extracts from the DEPUTY GOVERNOR'S Report. 

The closing of the Limerick Female Prison on tlie 18th August 
last, when 18 petty sessions districts were added to those previously 
served by this prison, has considerably increased the number of 
committals here, the daily average number of prisoners for the last 
four months of the year (viz., 97*96), being higher by 22 than 
that for the corresponding period of 1904. 

The conduct of the officers has been very good, only three 
members of the staff of seventeen being fined during the year. 

The prisoners on the whole have been well conducted. Out of a 
total of 1,057 committals, 2G prisoners were punished, and none 
were brought before the visiting justices for punishment. 
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Tlie chief industries of this prison are laundry work, knitting, 
quilting, the making and repairing of prison clothing and uniform, 
and agriculture. The latter I consider a most beneficial form of 
employment. All the available land in the prison is now being 
cultivated, the soil is good, and nearly six tons of vegetables were 
produced during the year. Flower gardening, for which this 
prison is well adapted, has also provided useful and healthy em- 
ployment. 

I am glad to report on the very good work done by the Lady 
Visitors and the Sisters of Charity, in supplementing the earnest 
efforts of the Chaplains towards the reformation of the prisoners. 
Two hundred and fourteen visits were paid to the prison by these 
ladies during the year, and thirty-four women were induced to 
enter convents and homes on their release from prison, and the 
majority of these are at present doing well. 

The prison buildings have been kept in good repair, though a 
new laundry, which I understand is to be built this year, is 
urgently required.

While the discipline of the prison has been in all respects strict, 
Matrons and Officers and prisoners have all hacl an influence over 
them which was most useful. The prisoners had sympathy shown 
to them and interest taken in their amendment and future welfare. 

I desire to recognise the cordial assistance the Prisons Board 
have given in providing for prisoners on their discharge. While 
some have disappointed the efforts made, a fair proportion are 
doing well, and some have written expressing grateful thanks. In 
these efforts the officers have been most helpful, and ladies who 
visit the prison have rendered most valuable service. The conduct 
of the prisoners at Divine Service is reverent and they are most 
attentive. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

It affords me pleasure to testify to the good influences by which 
the prisoners are surrounded, and to the efforts made on their 
behalf by the Governor and the Matron. 

All that could be done has been done to induce these poor 
creatures to abandon their sinful life, and in some instances these 
efforts have been successful, one having gone into a local home, and 
one into a home in Dublin. There was one who caused serious 
disappointment. 

In two of these cases I dosire to thank the Prison Board for 
financial assistance given. 

My best thanks are also duo to the Lady Visitor, and to the 
Woman’s Aid Association for tlicir invaluable assistance. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 

I have the honour to report that the health of the officers has 
been good; there were 6 admissions to hospitals for slight ailments. 

The health of the prisoners has been on the whole fairly good. 

There were no deaths, suicides or eases of insanity. 

Six prisoners were discharged on the grounds of ill-health, one 
for uterine haemorrhage, one for puerperal fever, one for general 
debility. The others were cases of advanced pregnancy. 

Forty-two prisoners were admitted to hospital, two of whom were 
for child-birth. The number of prisoners treated during the year 
was 643. 

The dietaries were good, and the sanitary condition of the prison 
was satisfactory and carefully attended to. The water supply was 
abundant, and the drains were disinfected and flushed.

The department of instruction in the hands of Mr. H., the 
Schoolmaster, is giving me every satisfaction. Mr. H. is orderly, 
zealous and painstaking, and those of the prisoners who are cap- 
able of instruction make great progress for the time and the special 
circumstances. Some of the men are entirely incapable, and this 
is at once tested and noticed in its proper place. 

The moral tone of the prison is high. No complaints have 
been made to me regarding the discipline as administered by the 
officers . 

_ I am happy to state that every facility is given to me for the 
discharge of my duties, and every suggestion of mine receives 
prompt and respectful attention from every officer in the prison. 
A11 my people, without an exception, have availed of our ministrations 
at the earliest time after committal, and the demeanour in the 
chapel is very good, 
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The Library is well stocked with useful and entertaining books 
The conduct of our prisoners, in my calls at the cells, is verv 
pleasing to me. J 


Extracts mom the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

I beg to state that my duties as Chaplain have been of a very 
pleasant kind during the year. The prisoners have been very 
attentive to their duties and have submitted readily to the dis- 
cipline of prison life. They have had a fine selection of books to 
read, and they enjoy their general reading very much It is a 
matter to be very thankful for that the Library of this prison is 
so very good) and the books in it have been chosen with great 
judgment and the schoolmaster is very careful in the discharge of 
this part of Ins duties. The temperance lectures given in the 
prison have been productive of much good, and they have influ- 
enced several prisoners deeply for their good; and it is a striking 
thing that since they were instituted the number of prisoners has 
fallen . on greatly ; and it is most encouraging to find that the 
spirit m the prison is in harmony with the spirit outside of it in 
regard to temperance; for it is quite clear to me that public 
opinion everywhere is coming to the right view of this great 
question.

It affords me much gratification to state that the health of the 
prisoners has been even more satisfactory than during the previous 
years ; no case of illness necessitated transfer to the prison hos- 
pital : one prisoner was released on medical grounds. There was 
no case of insanity or death. 

There were only 67 cases of trivial sickness, compared with 31 
in the previous year. 

No prisoners were placed under restraint, and I did not find it 
necessary to interfere with any case of disciplinary punishment. 

The excellent sanitary state of the prison has been fully main- 
tained.

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Extracts from the CHURCH OF IR EL AND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


Eight prisoners belonging to the Church of Ireland were under 
my care; two of them were illiterate. Three were undergoing 
only a very short term, and consequently had little opportunity 
of improvement. As regards those who were in prison for longer 
terms, I found them willing to listen to my instructions and 
advice. Three of them were fairly well educated. 


Extracts prom the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


The Roman Catholic prisoners during the past year have availed 
themselves to a great extent of the ministrations of the Chaplain 
and his assistants. 

I beg to say that the secular education of the prisoners has 
been very carefully attended to by the officer in charge of this 
department. 


Extract prom MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


During the year 1905 there has been no death in the prison; 
one prisoner was released on medical grounds, and one insane 
prisoner sent to the asylum. 

The food has been good, and sanitary condition satisfactory. 

The prison has been free from zymotic disease and the health 
of prisoners good, but itch continues prevalent amongst com- 
mittals. 

The health of the officers and servants has been good. 


KILKENNY PRISON. 


Extracts prom the GOVERNOR'S Report. 


The conduct of the subordinate officers has been good (with one ex- 
ception, which was brought to the notice of the Board), and they 
performed their duties satisfactorily. 

Nine hundred and four prisoners were committed during the year, 
and on the whole were well-conducted, reports being only of a minor 
nature. Only two were put under restraint, to prevent injury to 
themselves and others, and were notified in due form to the Visiting 
Committee. There has been no escape or attempt to escape during 
the year, 
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The prisoners have been usefully employed at various industries and 
trades, i.e., shoe-making, mat-making, stone-breaking, cutting and 
tying wood for kindling, repairing prison clothing, Mack-smithin > 
carpentering, masonry, plastering and slating, laundry work, gardening’ 
and pumping water for general use throughout the prison a:i 1 cottages.' 
One juvenile offender, a boy ten years of age, was convicted under the 
Game Laws, and sentenced to seven days’ imprisonment in default of 
paying a fine, but his sentence was subsequently commuted by His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the prosecutor in the meantime 
paying the line. 

The Chaplains aud their approved substitutes have been most atten- 
tive in the discharge of their duties, also the nuns visited the Prison 
twice a week, and have evinced their usual interest in the welfare of 
the prisoners. 

Secular instruction has been continued with good results, the school- 
master being zealous and painstaking in his work. The buildings, £c., 
are in good condition, and the roofs, envo runs and gutterings of both 
wings were thoroughly over-hauled by prison labour, and additional 
sheds erected in labour yard. 

Eire appliances are correct, and in working order. This year we 
hope to have the Town supply of water introduced into the Prison thus 
doing away with crank pumping, and saving a considerable amount of 
labour, which can then be utilized to much better advantage in other 
directions.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


I take this opportunity, in my first report as Church of Ireland 
Chaplain of Kilkenny Prison, to express my agreeable surprise at 
she general consideration shown for the welfare of the prisoners ; 
beyond the maintenance of the strictest discipline there is an 
absence of unnecesary harshness in their treatment, and I am 
fully persuaded that there is nothing which tends to demoralise 
the prisoners during their imprisonment. It is not long since I 
met a railway porter who reintroduced himself to me as having 
been under my spiritual care for a short term in Kilkenny Prison ; 
it was gratifying and encouraging to find him now earning an 
honest livelihood, apparently none the worse in any way, but 
perhaps the better, from his imprisonment. 

The services in the neat and cleanly chapel set apart for the 
purpose have been heartily joined in by the prisoners as well as 
by the officials under my charge, and I trust, have been helpful to 
•those engaged in taking part in them. 
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Extracts prom the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN'S 
Report. 


As far as I had an opportunity of observing, the wants of the 
prisoners in the above prison, with regard to religion and morals, 
were well provided for during this year. I consider the results 
of the secular instruction satisfactory. I had no cause of com- 
plaint during the year. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OEEICER’S Report. 


During the year 1905 five warders were treated in their 
quarters, one sent to fever hospital suffering from diphtheria, one 
to county infirmary suffering from influenza and pneumonia, who 
was afterwards invalided from the Service. The others suffered 
only from trivial complaints and colds. 

No prisoner was discharged on medical grounds, and no death 
occurred in the prison during the year. 

No case of zymotic disease amongst the prisoners. 

Eive cases were transferred to lunatic asylum, all of whom were 
insane on committal, and two were previously insane. 


KILMAINHAM PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The conduct of the officers during the past year has been very 
good. The conduct of the prisoners has been good. The employ- 
ment of prisoners eligible for association continues to be carried 
on in the spacious hall of the prison. This is looked on by the 
prisoners as a privilege, and is an incentive to good conduct and 
industry. The prisoners, whilst so employed, give no trouble, and 
more and better work is turned out. This is borne out by the 
fact of an increase in the sales and profits in the manufacturing 
department over last year. 

There is a diminution in the number of punishments compared 
with last year. The prisoners have been employed at stonebreak- 
ing, malmaking, chopping and preparing firewood, making yeast 
bags, picking oakum and fibre, cooking and cultivating a patch of 
ground outside the boundary wall of the prison, from which a 
supply of fresh vegetables is obtained for the use of the prisoners. 

Restraint was used in four cases during the year, but in each 
case it was recommended by the Medical Officer, to prevent the 
prisoners injuring themselves or others, and was of short duration. 

There has been no escape or attempt to escape. 

The ventilation and sanitary arrangements are in good order. 
There is an ample supply of water, and the sewers are regularly 
flushed. 

The Visiting Committee take a very active interest in the work- 
ing of the prison. They meet regularly every month and indivi- 
dual members come in occasionally. 
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School instruction has been regularly imparted to those pri- 
soners who are eligible to receive it, and in some instances a fair 
progress was noted. 

Juveniles received special attention from the Schoolmaster 
Warder, and their respective Chaplains, 

The buildings and boundary wall are in good preservation.

The demeanour 
of all at Divine Service is very good. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


I am much pleased with the conduct of the R.C. prisoners 
during the past year. Their demeanour in Chapel was respectful ■ 
their attention to our ministrations was all that could be desired. 
Last month they had the special benefit of a visit from one of the 
Carmelite Fathers, who was giving a mission in the parish. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have the honour to report that the health of the prisoners 
during the year ending 31st December, 1905, has been satisfac- 
tory. 

Two deaths, however, occurred ; one from “ cardiac syncope,” and 
the other from “ delirium tremens ” ; both being prisoners on remand. 

There was no epidemic of any hind either amongst prisoners 
or the staff, but one of the officers suffered severely from enteric 
fever. This officer, however, did not reside in the prison. 

There were nine lunatics certiffed for and transferred to the 
asylum, all of whom were insane on committal. 


LIMERICK PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


With the single exception of a case of misconduct on the part 
of a probationary warder, who was reported to and dealt with by 
the Board, the conduct of the subordinate officers of this prison 
has been satisfactory during the year. 

The conduct of the prisoners may be said to have been good 
during the year, as of the aggregate of 1,598 confined, only 76 
have been punished. On only three occasions was it found neces- 
sary to have recourse to restraint. 

There have been no escapes or attempts at escape during the 
year. 

The labour to which the male prisoners’ time has been chiefly 
devoted was stonebreaking, manufacturing firewood, and mat- 
making. Oakum -picking to a limited extent was resorted to as a 
cellular employment in the evenings for prisoners of short sentences 
who could not conveniently be put to a more desirable class of 
work. 
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Tlie female prisoners have been employed at washing, knitting 
and sewing, the requirements of the prison alone demanding the 
entire labour at these industries of the small number of women 
now in custody here. 

Male prisoners, so eligible, have been employed in association at 
niatmakmg in the main hall, and, occasionally, at garden work. 

The sum realized from the sale of prisoners’ work during the 
year amounted to £341 16s. 

All of the prison buildings and fences are in a safe and good 
condition. 

The alterations carried out for the reception of the female pri- 
soners upon the closing of the old prison for females in Limerick 
on 31st August last, have been found to be fully equal to the 
demands since made upon them. 

The small area from which females are now committed to 
Limerick the former area having been made* smaller to suit the 
limited accommodation in the new as compared with the old female 
prison — so far, seems to have been judiciously allotted, and to 
have been foi’med to accord with the new arrangements. 

The usual annual addition, as sanctioned, has been made to 
the prison library, and books have been issued to the prisoners in 
accordance with rule. ' 

The Chaplains have attended regularly -to the classification of 
prisoners eligible for school instruction, and the schoolmaster has 
performed his duties, as such, with care and attention. 

The I.C. Chaplain, upon each of his week-day visits, pays indi- 
vidual attention to each of the prisoners under his care. 

The Rev. A. Murphy, the lately appointed R.C. Chaplain, 
when paying his week-day visits, in addition to seeing each 
of the prisoners, of whom he is supplied with a list, committed 
during the previous week, also gives collective instruction to the 
“ star class ” prisoners in the prison chapel. He realizes that 
reform, even if only partially effected, amongst those coming for 
the first time to prison, should eventually lead up to the thinning 
of the ranks of the habitual offenders,* who, it is obvious to all, 
can be recruited only from those who, at one time, had been first 
committals. 

There seems but little change in what has been chronicled of 
prison experience in each recurring year. The same causes that 
led to crime in the years long gone by are still to the fore. To 
drink, however, may be ascribed the vast majority of the various 
breaches of law, small and serious, for which prisoners have been 
committed to this prison during the year. 

The local Prisoners’ Aid Society, which is worked on non- 
sectarian lines, is still most active in promoting the interests of 
the many deserving cases recommended for assistance.

Extracts from the CHURCH OP IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


During the past year, I have attended to the usual work con- 
nected with my office as Church of Ireland Chaplain to the 
Limerick Prison. 

I have found the prisoners attentive to my instructions, and 
those prisoners who were receiving secular instruction were care- 
fully taught by the schoolmaster. All has gone on smoothly and 
without any unpleasantness. There is nothing special to report. 
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General Prisons Board, Ireland. 

Exteacts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S 
Repoet. 


I am obviously unable to make any comparison with previous 
years, but within the brief limits of my experience I may say 
that I have observed a growing readiness on the part of the pri- 
soners to approach their religious duties as frequently as I suggest 
to them. 

The Governor has kindly arranged that I should he supplied each 
week with a list of prisoners committed during the week, and as this 
list is continuous it enables me to note the conditions and disposi- 
tions of each case, and to secure that none will, through any acci- 
dent, escape efficient supervision on my part. 

I feel, too, that an arrangement introduced by me, with the 
cordial concurrence of the Governor, by which I give religious 
instruction in common to prisoners of the star class in the prison 
Chapel each week will have, and indeed has already had, con- 
siderable beneficial effects, both from the instruction imparled and 
from the very fact that it is imparted to the prisoners in common. 
I hope that it may have the effect in many cases of giving a charac- 
ter of genuine reform to the prison discipline amongst first com- 
mittals at least. 


Exteacts feom the MEDICAL OEFICER’S Repoet. 


The health of the prisoners during the year was generally good, 
no serious case of illness, and none of an infectious nature, having 
occurred. 

There was one death — that of an old man, from cardiac failure. 

Two prisoners were discharged on medical grounds; one a male 
suffering from heart disease, the other a female who was near her 
confinement. 

Pour prisoners were transferred to lunatic asylums. 

I am pleased to have to say that' the health of the officers has 
been very satisfactory during the year. 

The sanitary arrangements, including those of the new female 
prison, are in excellent working order.

LONDONDERRY PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


During the year under report the conduct of the subordinate 
offireiTs, with one exception specially reported on, has been good, 
and their duties generally well and zealously performed. 

One ordinary warder retired — after three years and four months 
service owing to bodily infirmity and received a gratuity, and one 
assistant matron, I regret to state, died while on sick leave at her 
home. 

Of the prisoners received during the year, 801 males and 351 
females were committed for drunkenness only, while 83 males and 
U females were committed for drunkenness combined with 
assaults, &c —60-55 per cent, of the total committals during the 
year being thus due to drink, which, however, is a slight decrease 
on last years figures, when the percentage was nearly 64. 

1 he conduct of the prisoners has been generally good ; there were 
fewer punishments than last year, and as noted in my last report, 
it was seldom that the same prisoner had to be punished more 
than once or twice ; the few that did offend more often than this 
were mostly of the tramp class, some of whom, I am sorry to 
observe, have such a predilection for idleness and distaste for dis- 
cipline and regulai-ity, that even on short sentences, which is 
generally their lot, they manage to offend more frequently in this 
respect than others less fortunate as to the length of their sen- 
tences— the long-sentenced prisoner, of course, besides being gener- 
a y a different class of person, has all the incentives to good con- 
duct and industry induced by the progressive stage system, which 
the vagrant drunkard who comes in and out on short sentences has 
not. Again, the majority of prisoners not of this class realize, 
as 1 am afraid the tramp seldom does, that work, even without the 
stimulus of reward, can be interesting, and is good for body and 
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mind — as, indeed, is often instanced by untried prisoners asking 
for work — in fact, with the exception of the eases noted the dif- 
ferent tasks of labour have been well and cheerfully performed. 
After work and on holidays the prison library furnishes a much 
appreciated means of relaxation to the literate prisoner. 

There were no escapes or attempts at escape during the year. 

Towards the end of the year the several Chaplains, at the sug- 
gestion of the Board, assisted by the Visiting Committee, each 
formed a Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society, to assist prisoners of 
their respective persuasions on their discharge from prison to ob- 
tain employment, &c., and lead an honest life. Prior to this, 
destitute and deserving prisoners were helped on discharge by 
grants received from the Board, which enabled the recipients to 
keep themselves while looking for work, or to be sent to their 
homes if strangers, and in some cases, where it seemed more desir- 
able, decent clothing, boots, &c., were purchased for them; but 
these arrangements had necessarily to be made immediately on 
the prisoner’s discharge, and the whole grant expended at one 
time ; now, through the agency of these societies, which have all 
been approved and certified as provided under Sec. 44, Prisons 
Ireland) . Act, 1877, these grants can be expended as occasion 
requires most suitably in each individual case. 

The Visiting Committee have met regularly every month, and 
their reports have been duly submitted to the Board. 

Prisoners have been employed at the following labour and 
trades : — Tailoring, shoemaking, matmaking, picking and spinning 
oakum, wood chopping for firewood, carpentry, stonebreaking, 
washing, bagmaking. 

Matmaking and bagmaking have shown an increase over last 
year’s figures, but there has been a falling off in the sales of fire- 
wood. This is due to increased competition and to difficulty in 
getting suitable timber. The best wood for this purpose I used 
to get from the Harbour Commissioners. This year, for some 
time they had none to dispose of, and latterly they have given 
what they had to charitable institutions to provide work for the 
Unemployed. ,, . ' 

The general state of the buildings, yards and walls is good.

I have to state that the religious care and instruction of the Church of 
Ireland prisoners in Londonderry Prison has been regularly and 
systematically attended to. The female prisoners have been very 
few -some of them very hopeless ; blit one at least seems to pro- 
mise better things and has returned to her mother. A Prisoners’ 
Aid Society has been established during the past year, and pecu- 
niary help has been thereby obtained for seven men and pne 
woman.

The moral results of my work I may not attempt to tabulate ; 
but, judging from such general evidence as I may venture to 
weigh, it appears to me that crime is decreasing and general 
morality improving. The habitual drunkard class, hitherto the 
despair of prison discipline, presents, it appears to me, some hope- 
ful features. 

A Presbyterian Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society has been 
formed in connection with this prison, and duly certified under 
Section 44 of the Prisons Act (Ireland), 1877. While I hope 
results may be attained by this Society in some degree answerable 
to its very benevolent intention and purpose, I feel, nevertheless, 
that the utmost care must be exercised in its working, so that 
public charity may not be abused or disgraced by the hardened 
ruffian, on false pretences, succeeding in taking advantage of it. 
Against any such malversation of an important charity, I am 
persuaded the Society, which in this report I represent, will take 
every possible precaution. 

On the general subject I venture to offer my opinion that impri- 
sonment is, in the case of the hardened criminal, at present too 
little punitive. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have the honour to report that the health of the officers, with 

the exception of Warder G , who developed phthisis, and 

Assistant Matron J , who died at home of heart disease, has 

been good. 

The general health of the prisoners has been good, though one 
of them, W M , died of sudden failure of his heart’s action. 

There were six cases of lunacy, two of them being removed to 
Dundrum, the other four to the local lunatic asylum. 

One prisoner was released on medical grounds (heart disease). 

There was a decrease in the admissions, both to the male and 
female hospitals. 

The dietary and bedding have been good, and the sanitary 
arrangements have been kept in good working order. 

There were no cases of suicide.

Extracts s ’ rom the GOVERNOR'S Report. 

The prisoners on the whole have been well conducted. They are 
employed at various trades and industries -mat-making, Weaving, coir 
matting boot and shoe making, brush making, tailoring (officers 
uniform and prisoners’ clothing), weaving, (frieze for prison clothing and 
the blankets for all the prisons’ service), smithing, carpentering, Kick 
and mailbag mating and repairing (the latter for the General Post 
Office), paillasse and bolster cover making for tue Royal Irish Lon- 
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stabulary, stone-breaking, wood-cutting and chopping and tying in 
bundles for fire kindling, gardening, making and baking the different sorts 
of bread for use in this prison (male and female), as well as lor Kil- 
mainliani and Maryborough prisons. Besides these the building of the 
new association workshop by prison labour is progressing. The heating 
and cooking by steam in the prisons (male and female) have been very 
satisfactory. The new and up-to-date laundry in the female prison has 
been completed and works satisfactorily. Steam is an all important 
factor in the washing and drying arrangements. Besides laundry work, 
the female prisoners are employed at needlework and gardening. In 
all these employments prisoners who, by good conduct and industry, 
have become eligible for the privilege, aro employed at work in associa- 
tion, which is appreciated, and is rarely abused by them. 

A r.ew and comfortably-furnished recreation room in the officers' 
quarters has been completed, and will be a boon to the men, especially 
in the winter months. 

“ The Fine or Imprisonment Act,” which came into operation in this 
country in March, 1900, enables prisoners (or their friends for them) to 
pay part of their fines and thereby secure remission of a proportionate 
part of their imprisonment and earlier release from custody, is largely 
availed of. The total sum realized at this prison by this means 
during the year was £356 17s. id. paid by 1,215 prisoners (or for 
them) as follows : — Males, 369 = £201 9s. 2d., and females, 

846 = £152 8s. 2d. 

The Prisoners’ Aid Societies continue their ever-ready willingness to 
assist discharged prisoners who may be brought under their notice as 
deserving of assistance, and prisoners, who are dischai’ged soldiers from 
the army, who have no means to take them homo (to England chiefly) 
are, on my recommendation, provided with funds for that purpose by 
the General Prisons Board, and they are escorted to the steamer or train, 
as the case may be, by the Board’s Agent, Mr. Bolton, who is a most 
reliable and useful official. Otherwise these men would be cast on the 
streets of the city.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN'S 
Report. 


Male Prison. 

In submitting the Report for year ending 31st March, 19UC, I have 
to record the generally satisfactory behaviour of the Church of Ireland 
Prisoners. They have almost universally been ready to accept the 
ministrations of the Chaplain or his assistants, and in a fair number of 
cases there have been good hopes of reclamation. I desire to re- 
cord my appreciation of the efforts made in co-operation with us by the 
Protestant Prisoners’ Aid Society. 

The enlargement of the Chapel and its improved appearance and 
ventilation have been and will continue to he a distinct advantage. It 
is of the greatest importance that the services and appearance of the 
Chapel should be made as attractive as possible to the prisoners. 
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Female 1‘rison. 

In the work of the past year nothing calls for special notice except 
the kind and firm administration of Prison discipline. The work of the 
Prisoners’ Aid Society deserves the highest commendation, and but for 
it the Chaplain’s work would be most seriously impaired. 


Extracts prom the HOMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAINS’ Report. 


We are glad to say that the prisoners under our care show, as a rule, 
very good dispositions, and examples of anything like hardened crimi- 
nality are very rare amongst them. We have been assiduous in look- 
ing after them and in trying to make them approach the Sacraments of 
the Church. Many of them avail themselves of the freedom from dis- 
tracting cares which the Prison regulations secure them, to reflect on 
the folly of their doings, and to lay the foundations of better lives in 
the future. 

The decorum of prisoners in Chapel and their behaviour to Chaplains 
have been all that could be desired.

All the prisoners under my care have attended Divine worship during 
e year.

Eighteen prisoners were certified insane, and removed to a lunatic 
a.ij mn. lth the exception of three of these cases, the mental disease 
had originated before the prisoners were committed here. 

t here were also twenty prisoners found to be mentally deficient who 
received spec.al me heal treatment. 
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Among the female prisoners there were four births. 

There were no attempts to commit suicide. 

In the hospital for male prisoners 330 cases were treated, giving a 
daily average of 12*22 ; while in the female hospital the number of 
admissions was 338, giving a daily average of 12*96. 

The medicines and drugs supplied by the contractors have been of 
good quality.

There was only one 
case (inflammation of the lung) that required treatment in hospital. 

One prisoner was discharged on medical grounds. 

There were three cases of insanity : two males (alcoholic 

dementia), one female (melancholia). 

There was no death or suicide. 

The ventilation and sanitation of the prison are good. 

Provisions have been of good quality and well cooked. 

Clothing and bedding good and sufficient. 


TULLAMORE PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


I am glad to say that the conduct of prisoners last year has been 
generally very good, the number of punishments and restraints 
were fewer than in any previous year, as will be seen by the returns 
already submitted. 

There were no escapes nor attempts at escape. 

Prisoners seem to derive great benefit from the ministrations 
of the Chaplains, who are arduous in their efforts at reform. 
Secular instruction is closely attended to, and numbers of the 
prisoners have greatly benefited thereby, as evidence of which I 
enclose extracts from the Chaplain’s journal.

WATERFORD PRISON, 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 


The total numbers of prisoners that have been convicted during the 
year are 710 males and 502 females. They have with few exceptions 
been well conducted and industrious. 

Prisoners when qualified, either by the terms of their sentence, or 
when they have earned the necessary good conduct marks, are employed 
in association under direct supervision. 

The prisoners who have not been previously convicted of serious 
crime are kept apart from old offenders. 

The male prisoners have been instructed and principally employed 
manufacturing mats, firewood for kindling purposes, and growing 
vegetables for use in the prisoners’ rations. 

The female prisoners are taught knitting, all classes of laundry work, 
repairs to clothing and cooking, whilst both sexes in their separate 
prisons are employed whitewashing, painting, and in keeping clean and 
healthy the cells, halls, buildings and yards of the prison. Regular 
employment is the key note to good order and discipline. There have 
been no attempts at — or escapes. The prisoners at school work have 
been attentive. The chaplains examine esich as to his or her progress. 

The Visiting Justices appointed for Comities W exford and Waterford 
meet once a month, they visit all |>arts of the prison, see every 
prisoner, interrogate many, listen to anything a prisoner may desire to 
say, and investigate all reports, their detailed report of the visit 
being forwarded to the Board the same evening. 

The Medical Officer and the chaplains have been regular in observing 
the rules regarding visiting ; and whenever specially sent for, have 
been most prompt in coining or sending an approved substitute at any 
hour of the day or night. 

To the Sisters of Charity (who hold a weekly class amongst the 
female prisoners }, and the Prisoners’ Aid Society, all concerned owe 
a lasting debt. 

The conduct of the Staff has been satisfactory, excepting those 
instances reported to the Board. 
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The Prison Library, -which is annually replenished, is much 
appreciated by the Staff and the prisoners. 

The buildings and walls have been kept in good repair, whilst the 
alterations to the laundry are a gveat improvement.

Report. 


The number of prisoners under my spiritual care has, happily, not 
been large I have had every facility for visiting them. I regret 
however, that the separate chapel for worship for the Church of Ireland 
prisoners has not yet been made available. This would not only rive 
us a place of worship more suitable to our needs, but would also give 
us a better opportunity of interviewing the prisonei-s. In the case of a 
prisoner recently discharged, 1 am glad that the General Prisons Board 
have seen then- way to helping towards reformation. It would un- 
doubtedly save the country much if we could bring about the 
reformation of even some of the habitual criminals. I know from 
experience how disheartening such work is, but I do not think that we 
should altogether abandon hope. In the present instance I have some 
grounds for hopeful anticipation. 

I have no complaint to make with regard to the behaviour of the 
prisoners. They appear to be always glad to see us, and to receive our 
ministrations with readiness. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

The discipline of the Prison has been carried out in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. There have been no serious transgressions on the part of 
any of my flock. I thank the Governor and the Prisons Board for the 
great improvement made in the appearance of our little church, and I 
trust that arrangements may soon be made that will set it apart for 
Catholic Divine Service exclusively. 


Extracts from the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


The health of the Prison, both as regards the officials and the prisoners, 
has, on the whole, been good. 

There were no deaths — no attempts at suicide. 

There were two female, prisoners discharged on medical grounds. 

There were some cases of a grave nature, but, on the whole, consider- 
ing the number of committals, there were not more than might be ex- 
pected. 

The various diets are of good quality, well cooked, carefully and 
cleanly served. The drinking water is good. The clothing and bedding 
are clean and sufficient. 

The heating of the Prison and sanitary arrangements are satisfactory. 

The water-supply and ventilation are good. 


MARYBOROUGH CONVICT PRISON. 


Extracts from the GOVERNOR’S Report. 

The conduct of the Subordinate Officers has been good, and they have 
performed their duties satisfactorily.

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There was one aggravated assault committed on the Chief Warder, 
and corporal punishment was inflicted on the offender, and in addition 
to a period of separate confinement, he was ordered to wear a chain for 
three months, 

The officer was seriously injured, the assault was unprovoked, and, as 
it was the only assault committed by a convict on an officer since 
August, 1904, when a similar punishment was inflicted, it is obvious 
that corporal punishment has a salutary and deterrent effect. 

A large number of convicts are employed at shoemaking, tailoring, 
carpentry, and other useful trades, the workshops are spacious, well 
ventilated, and well adapted for the requirements ; and the majority of 
convicts leave the prison with sufficient useful knowledge to enable 
them to earn a livelihood if they are so inclined. 

The Farm attached to the Prison is of great advantage, giving, as it 
does, useful employment to a large number of convicts ; many of whom 
are of the farming class, and the interest they evince in the work lias 
much to do with the success I am able to report. 

The farming operations for the past year have been very successful, 
and the returns from all sources show an improvement on those of pre- 
vious years. 

The crops consist of oats, hay, potatoes, and a variety of vegetables, 
the produce was excellent and abundant. 

The fruit crop of all varieties was good with the exception of pears, 
the trees being too young to hear. 

The tiling of the Prison floor has made good progress, and the im- 
provement in the appearance of that part of the Prison which is com- 
pleted, is very marked. 

The bacteria beds, commenced in September, 1904, are completed and 
working. All the sewage of the Prison is treated in these beds, and 
the pollution of the Borris river is discontinued. 

A drain has been laid from the point where the water from the 
aqueduct enters the Prison, and is carried along into the stream which 
passes through the farm, the water from the aqueduct is thus diverted 
by means of sluices, relieving the bacteria beds of superfluous water, 
without materially affecting the efficient flushing of the drains passing 
through the Prison. 

The bed of the Borris river has been cleaned at the joint expense of 
the Queen’s County Lunatic Asylum, and the General Prisons Board, 
to the satisfaction of the proprietors ot the land through which the 
river passes. 

The Prison buildings, walls, and fences, are in good order, the neces- 
sary repairs being executed from time to time by convicts under instruc- 
tions of the Clerk of Works and trades warders. 

The education of convicts continues satisfactory, the Schoolmaster 
and his Assistant sparing no pains to obtain the best results, and the 
Chaplains attend to the educational classification. 

The Prisons library continues to be much appreciated by the convicts. 

The Chaplains of all denominations and their approved substitutes, 
have been regular in their attendance, and unremitting in the discharge 
of their duties, and they take the greatest interest in the welfare of the 
members of their respective congregations. 

The Medical Officer has been regular in his attendance, and in the 
j.'CJ forrnance of his professional duties has manifested sympathy for his 
patients, combined with zeal, tact, and skill. 

The Chief and Principal Warders, and the clerical staff of the Prison 
have performed their duties with zeal and intelligence.

Report. 


I beg to report that the prisoners committed to my spiritual care have 
conducted themselves at Public Worship throughout the year in a 
becoming manner. They all, or nearly all, enter heartily into the ser- 
vices, and listen most attentively to my addresses. Their moral con- 
dition is satisfactory. In not a few cases there is an, honest desire to 
do better h> the future. 

My personal visits to their cells are much appreciated by them. They 
unbosom themselves to me freely on every subject, and I am enabled 
especially in the case of the younger men, to create in them a desire of 
retrieving their lost position. 

I superintended the examination and classification of prisoners during 
the year, and visited the school, where I always found work going on 
satisfactorily. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 

It pleases me to state that during the past year the condition of this 
Prison in the moral and religious aspect has been, all things con- 
sidered, quite satisfactory. The vast majority of the convicts avail 
themselves willingly of the ministrations of the Chaplains, are atten- 
tive to religious duties, and display an edifying and reverent demeanour 
during Divine Service. Of course, in a population mostly withdrawn 
only perforce from a criminal career, there will inevitably be encoun- 
tered some desperadoes who long resist every effort to reclaim them. 
Even in the case of these, however, the salutary influences of prison 
discipline are not without effect. 

The physical well-being of the convicts receives careful attention. 
Whilst discipline is rightly enforced, regard is had to the condition 
and capacity of the men. The feeble are exempted from labour, and 
the ill are treated with sympathy and skill. With abundant oppor- 
tunities of observation, I have not noticed any instance of unkindness 
or inhumanity. The officers discharge their duties with patience and 
fidelity, and exhibit, sometimes in trying circumstances, admirable 
temper and tact.- 

The class of work in which the able-bodied convicts are engaged 
plays a -arge part in the policy of reformation. Very creditable work 
is produced m the various industrial branches which are taught in the 
prison, and it is somewhat surprising to observe in the workshops 
what results are achieved with material so little promising in the 
beginning. The agricultural operations are equally beneficial. In 
every department the men take an interest in their work, and feel 
proud and pleased when their efforts are appreciated. 

These matters I refer to because they produce a most wholesome 
“’” d predispose the convicts to accept more willingly, and 
w ith better hope of profit, the ministrations of religion. 

Admirable vvork is done in the schools, and the attention and zeal 
o e masters deserve special commendation. There is a touch of 
pathos in seeing those grown-up men seated on the school benches, like 

adv„utL agaln v a J! i “ 1 - m f n r’ Wit] ’ zest and ay idity, of the educational 
thm> v ntl , had they eu J°3’ ed them or not neglected them in 

then youth, imght have saved them from the downward path. 
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The library is well stocked with useful, instructive, and entertaining 
books, and the prisoners utilise to the full their opportunities of reading 
This is a great solace and support in the solitude of prison life. 

The money which the General Prisons Board grants annually for the 
purchase of new books could not be applied to a better or more useful 
purpose. 

I desire in a very special maimer to acknowledge, with m-ateful 
thanks, the unfailing kindness and courtesy which the Governor and 
every officer of the prison has extended to my substitutes and myself 
during the past twelve mouths. 


Extracts prom the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I beg to repoit that the attendance of the prisoners at Divine Ser- 
vice and their conduct generally has, on the whole, been exemplary 
during the past year. Their demeanour has been reverent and atten- 
tive, and they show, by the warm manner in which they sing, that 
They appreciate the praises of the Sanctuary. 

'l'he -weekly practice of sacred music has been continued, at which the 
prisoners choose the hymns for the service of the coming week. 

Throughout the year I have derived great assistance from the various 
officials with whom I have come in contact, in everything connected 
with my duties in the prison. 

1 trust that my work has had a benehcial influence on the lives of 
those committed to my care. 


Extracts from the MEDICAJL OFFICER’S Report. 


I have the honour to report on the health of the staff and the pri- 
soners, as well as the sanitary condition of the prison, for the year- 
ending the 31st December, 1905. ... No epidemic visited the 

officials or prisoners, nor serious casualty occurred during the year, save 
in one case, where the chief warder was seriously assaulted by a con- 
vict. ; happily this officer recovered completely iu due course. Three 
warders, foond to be physically unfit for further service, were retired 
on pension. Among the convicts the per-ccntage sick, and the gravity 
of the illness would more than compare favourably with the same 
number of the ordinary population. Since pulmonary consumption is 
so rife in all classes, it is strange the few to be found so affected under- 
going penal servitude ; at present iu this prison there is but one, and 
this man’s case, is a very chronic one — of years’ standing — existing 
during a former sentence of penal servitude ; and even diseases akin, 
namely, tubercular condition of glands, hones, joints, Ac., Ac., are com- 
paratively rare. This is the more to he wondered at when one remembers 
ihe grade of society from which the average convict is culled, the 
parentage from which he sprung, the surroundings into which he was 
corn, and the condition in which he was nurtured. 

Two convicts died, one was released on medical grounds, and two, 
found to be insane, were transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, leaving still here about six case3 on the line between sanity 
and insanity, harmless while incarcerated and fre« from the possibility 
of excess of all kinds. 
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Septic tanks were built, and filtration system of treating the prison 
sewage was established during the year to obviate the pollution of the 
Borris river. Some alterations in the flushing arrangements of the 
sewers within the prison had to be carried out to meet the require- 
ments of the altered condition, brought about by the establishment of 
these bacteria beds.

Extracts from the CHURCH OF IRELAND CHAPLAIN’S 
Report. 


Another year is gone and we are called upon to make some report 
upon the working of this most useful and benevolent institution. 
Somehow I feel that the past year has not been as interesting to me, 
personally, as former ones : and this arising from the fewness of the 
inmates connected with the Church of Ireland. The cases that remain 
on, are m tnemselves deeply interesting ; and the following, as far as it 
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is possible, the career of those who have been discharged is very intercst- 
ing ; and, as a rule, not only not discouraging, but affording great en- 
couragement to us to pel-severe and work with greater energy and hope to 
make the institution still more efficacious for good in the future, if only 
those in whose power it lies will supply us with the material which is 
only too abundant and needing for themselves, their families, and the 
community at large, the practical advantages afforded by the discipline 
of the home, which makes it a boon and a blessing. "We feel that 
it is real kindness, though apparent cruelty, for the legal authorities to 
commit to the home, as early in the downward course as possible, and 
on eveu slender grounds, and not for short periods, the victim of the 
drinking habits. 

I have in my mind five eases (four of them being men) that up to the 
present are a credit to their families, and, of course, show the good results 
of continued dwelling in the State home, or being let out on licence for 
exemplary conduct and hopefulness of behaviour. Two of these disap- 
pointed our fears of a relapse and surpassed our expectations of steadi- 
ness. Of course success has not crowned every effort, for which we are 
not to blame. 

The judicial authorities cannot have it too frequently brought to their 
notice, and pressure brought to bear upon them to act upon the sug- 
gestion, that in every possible case committal to the State Inebriate Home 
should be made, and that in most cases the utmost period sanctioned by 
the law should be adopted, and that in relapses recommittal should as 
soon a possible be the rule. 


Extracts from the ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


I am very much pleased with the way the Inebriates’ Home is 
managed here in Ennis. The inmates conduct themselves very well, 
and avail fairly well of the opportunities they get of practising their 
religious duties. The Roman Catholic inmates are visited by priests 
three times each week and once each week by the nuns. 


Extracts from the PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S Report. 


During the past year I have had six persons under my pastoral 
supervision — one male and five females. Every one of them has benefited 
materially in health during their stay at the Reformatory ; while the 
enforced abstinence from intoxicating drink, the wholesome food, and 
the salutary surroundings and influences of the Reformatory have 
strengthened their moral energies and brought back in some measure at 
least the lost power of self-control. - 

This has been very manifest in tlie case of the three women who were 
discharged some five or six months ago. Every one of them, I am happy 
to be in a position to state, has been going on well since her release, 
and persevering in her good resolutions to lead a strictly sober life. 

It speaks well for the wise, firm, and kindly system of treatment 
carried out at the Reformatory that so far, each of these women has 
successfully resisted the temptation to return to her former evil habit. 
Nor are these exceptional cases, as I am informed that 72 per cent, of 
the males and 48 per cent, of the females who have passed through the 
Reformatory have been cured of the habit of drunkenness. 
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About a month ago I received a letter from the lmshand of one of the 
women referred to above, in -which he said : — “ Since my wife came 
home she has been doing remarkably well ; she never even wishes to 
see any of her old acquaintenances, and the house has become a home 
once more," surely this is very encouraging. 

Of the three inmates still under my care one leaves the Reformatory 
after a period of three years’ detention, and I am very hopeful that she 
too, will give a good account of herself. 


Extracts prom the MEDICAL OFFICER’S Report. 


During the twelve months ending 31st March, 1900, the health of 
the inmates of the Reformatory has been very good, one case only 
calling for any special remark, viz., a female who, on arrival, was found 
to have a carotid aneurism with a dilated heart, and being insane was 
transferred to the Clare Lunatic Asylum. 

The results in the cases which have been discharged from the Refor- 
matory, since its inception, have been successful beyond all hope when 
it is considered that they have invariably been cases of chronic 
drunkenness extending over many years, and, for the most part, indi- 
viduals of a very depraved type. Time after time our daily papers 
report cases of combined crime and intemperance occurring in all parts 
of Ireland ; and yet those responsible do not take steps to have them 
sent to this institution where, so far, such excellent results have 
obtained ; but, rather, commit these unfortunates to prison for short 
periods with, practically, no benefit to any one. How is this to be 
accounted for 1 To my mind it is almost, if not quite, entirely duo to 
ignorance in the working of the Act (Inebriates Act, 1 898), and to 
misconception of the rationale of the object, viz , to deprive the indi-’ 
vidual for a lengthened period of alcohol in any form, and to rebuild 
the constitution on healthy lines, and thus reform, not punish. 

. T]iat fc his is feasible, is perfectly evident ; as a glance at the after 
history of those who have been here will show. 

During the year there have not been any cases of infectious or con- 
tagious diseases, of attempted suicide, or death. 

Narcotics have not been resorted to, or necessary. 

The dietary has been satisfactory, and the water supply good. 

The apartments have been well ventilated and of a suitable tempera- 
ture. 

The bedding and clothing sufficient. 

The bathing accommodation and the sanitary arrangements have been 
satisfactory. 

The record of tie previous and family histories (as far as can he 
ascertained), mental condition end health, on reception of each inmate 
has been carefully kept and verified. 

The health of the officers has been good.

Extract from the Twenty-ninth Annual Report of the 
Belfast Prison-Gate Mission for Women, for Year ending 
1st May, 1905. 

The Committee of the Homes of rest and 'People’s Palace in sub- 
mitting to the subscribers and friends of the Belfast Prison Gate 
Mission their first report since taking over the organization, desire to 
express their gratification that the work is in such a flourishing condi- 
tion, and that the objects for which the Mission was originally started — 
viz., assistance for those who have served a period in prison, have been 
so fully appreciated. 

As the work has so recently changed hands, it is difficult to give an 
extensive outline of the institution ; but the Committee desire to state 
that the work is being continued on exactly the same lines as formerly, 
and that their effort will be to maintain the standard of usefulness that 
has characterised the work hitherto. Por some time there had been a 
debt on the old institution, but by a special effort of old friends and sub- 
scribers debt has been entirely cleared off, as will be seen from the 
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financial statement, and so the premises were handed over free of debt, 
arid we are thankful to say that with the assistance of a legacy left by 
the late Lady Shaftesbury, the financial year will be closed with a 
small balance in hand. 

The Lady Superintendent visits the Prison Gate every morning about 
the hour that the women are discharged, and uses her influence to 
persuade them to enter the Home till they can find suitable work and 
friends outside. The women who have taken advantage of the Home 
have been very happy and grateful for this help, and have done well 
with the laundry work, so that satisfaction has been given to many 
customers. Every influence that can be used by Miss Lillie (the Lady 
Superintendent) and friends of the Mission for the betterment of the 
women has been used, and the Committee have the satisfaction of 
knowing that in many cases these efforts have been highly appreciated 
by the inmates. The quality of the work of the laundry has been im- 
proving, and new customers have come : but the Committee would 
appeal for larger sympathy and support in this direction, and would be 
glad if members and subscribers would bring the laundry before their 
friends. The machinery in some cases requires considerable repair, 
and a new boiler is especially needed, and other works necessary for the 
fixing of these and new machinery. This will involve considerable 
expense ; bub when the new machinery is in working order, greater 
satisfaction can be given, and a larger quantity of work accomplished. 

The Lady Superintendent and Friends of the Mission have sought to 
bring spiritual help and counsel to the inmates of the Home ; a service 
has been regularly conducted in the Home, and nearly twenty ladies 
have paid visits to the homes of discharged prisoners. 

In order to brighten the lives of these women, they were taken on 
last Boxing Day to the People’s Palace, where they spent a most 
pleasant time, and also during the summer they had another trip to the 
Homes of Pest at Bangor, llefreshments and everything required to 
make the day happy were provider!. Entertainments and sacred con- 
certs were given for them during the winter. 


Extract prom the Twenty-third Annual Pkport of the Dublin 
Poman Catholic Discharged Female Prisoners’ Aid Society, 
for the Year ending 30th April, 1905. 

The work in Henrietia-street continues most satisfactory, and is 
increasing, and in view of our duty in rescuing as many as possible 
the Committee decided to extend its work. A Home for offender^, 
who do not come under the First Offenders 7 Class, has been opened at 
Synnott-place ; it has been worked by a number of ladies, chiefly 
members of the Henrietta-street Committee. These ladies have 
approached the Committee of Henrietta-street, with the result that it 
was resolved that, for tlie future, the two Homes should be worked 
under the name of the Homan Catholic Discharged Prisoners Aid 
Society, the ladies appointed as Prison Visitors will visit for both 
Homes, and send the women to whichever Home suits their case. 
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The accounts will be kept separately, but, as far as possible, the two 
Comuiitlees will work together, this will do away with the difficulty 
which has arisen of bringing before the public two Catholic Charities, 
which, to them, would appear to be for the same object— of course it 
will always remain a necessity to keep the old and young offenders 
entirely separate — it would be unfair to call on the original Prisoners’ 
Aid Society to support, entirely, the other struggling Home ; but they 
have already shewn their sympathy by allocating £25 towards the ex- 
penses of Synnott-place, and a subscriber to this latter Home has given 
£100 to bring about au amalgamation of the two Homos, and another 
has promised as much later on. 

During the past year 50 girls have been received in Henrietta-street ; 
3 emigrated ; 12 sent to situations in England; 16 to situations in 
Ireland ; 2 died ; 6 left of their own accord ; 8 sent away as unfit to be 
returned to their families ; 4 sent to institutions ; 1 7 assisted on leaving 
prison. 

Since its foundation, the Home in Henrietta-street has enabled 2,138 
girls to start a new life. The Committee have beeu obliged to expend 
a large sum on necessary improvements in Laundry, etc., and appeal, 
with con6dence, for help to the kind friends who have hitherto so 
generously assisted, and to whom they return their most grateful 
thanks. 


Extract from Report of the Dublin Protestant Prisoners’ Aid 
Society for 1903 and 1904. 

There were G6 cases helped in 1903 and 47 in 1904 by Protestant 
Prisoners’ Aid Society in Dublin. A list appears at end of this report 
showing the mode of disposal, and the Dumber of re-arrests as far as we 
can account for them. From it it will be seen that a large number of 
prisoners were returned to their friends, and others sent to various 
centres of empkyment. Many of the men whom we have helped have 
been Englishmen who came over to Dublin for one cause or another, and 
ofren through drink got into the hands of the police. These are almost 
invariably sent back to England. Tools have been supplied in a 
number of instances to enable the men to return to their employment, 
for in many cases they have been pawned, either through want of work 
or for drink. As will be seen, very few of those helped have been re- 
arrested within the two years under consideration. The Committee 
tries to help every case of first committal brought under its notice, and 
even of second and third, and it can thankfully report that a great deal 
of success has attended its efforts. There are some old offenders which 
it is very little use to help, but even some of these have to be assisted 
from time to time. Though it may be their own fault, their lot is a 
hard one, and we can often give them a helping hand with very little 
expenditure. The Committee has not seen its v. ay to send any men or 
women abroad the last two years. It believes that it is not wise ox- 
fair to send a man or woman to a new country unless they have given 
evidence for a considerable time of a determination to live a steady, 
respectable life. It desires to recox-d its hearty thanks to Captain 
Griffiths, of the Church Army Labour Yard, at Ringsend, for his kind 
help in taking several men to test them for this pux-pose of emigration. 
In each case the test was found too severe, the men refusing to remain 
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long enough in the yard. The warm thanks- of the Committee is also 
given to Mr. Bolton, the Agent of the General Piisons Board, for his 
hearty co-operation and wise help and advice in looking after the men 
ou release, and the purchasing of tools, clothes, etc., and in seeing them 
off hy boat and train. Our Subscribers are few, hut we can assure 
them that the help they give to the Society is of great assistance, and 
the money is wisely aud judiciously administered. Help has been given 
to the families of prisoners in several cases, either by providing a weekly 
allowance of food or by paying the rent. This prevents them from 
drifting to the Union, and keeps the home together until the release oi 
the bread-winner. In many cases the offence is slight, and sometimes 
occurs more by ill luck than actual intention on the part of the 
culprit. 


Extracts from the Ninth Annual Report of the Limerick 
Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society for the Year ended 
30th June, 1905. 

In submitting the Ninth Annual Report of the Society your Com- 
mittee are happy to be able to state that they were enabled to meet 
all the deserving applications for aid made during the year. The 
thanks of the Society are due to those who generously subscribed to its 
Funds. 4 . 

As, heretofore, every assistance was given your Committee m 
carrying out its work by the Chaplains, Governor, and other Prison 
Officials— the Clergy, the Police, and Officials of Similar Societies 
elsewhere. 

During the year 53 Discharged Prisoners (including 5 women) 
applied for aid. Aid was afforded in 50 cases, the remaining 3 were 
not considered suitable. This is the largest number helped m any year 
since the formation of the Society. 

Generally speaking the aid given consisted in supplying very much- 
needed clothing, and sending the persons to their own or other localities, 
where work was likely to be procured. In two cases (Nos. 47 and o 1) 
the Discharged Prisoners had hell responsible positions, and to get 
them the best chance of suitable employment, one had to be assisted to 
emigrate, and the other fitted out for a respectable situation in England, 
procured for him through the agency of one of your Committee t e 
Revd, J. M. Cregan. . 

There is no question but that the Society meets a great necessity in 
coming to the aid of persons leaving prison iD a destitute condition, and 
generally friendless. The Committee, therefore, trusts that the Society s 
subscribers will continue to give it their support, ai.d that others who 
will see this Report will subscribe, and thereby become members ot a 
useful and deserving Society. . . . , 

It will be observed by the Balance Sheet tlmt the Society winds 
up this year with a balance against it, caused by tns great number 
assisted, but vour Committee liave no doubt that the Society s sup- 
porters will wipe out this balance, as well as give the Society suttieient 
funds to afford the usual help to Discharged Prisoners during the 
ensuing year.

Extract from Annual Report of the Waterford Discharged 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, for the Year ended 31st December, 
1905. 

During the year 1905 our Society has rendered assistance to fifteen dis- 
charged prisoners, viz. : — Eight males and seven females, although we 
report on only fifteen prisoners to which we granted assistance, yet the 
influence of our work is much more extended, for instance convicts 
returning to our neighbourhood are assisted, and if they have earned 
any money while in prison this is forwarded to them through your 
Secretary, likewise we have proved helpful in many ways to such persons, 
also our correspondence with kindred Associations has been found most 
useful in continuing care to those who have p;issed from one part of the 
country to another. On the whole our work has proved very successful. 

The following were assisted during the year 1905 : — 

No. 1 F. — Clothing to enable her to take a situation. 

No. 2 F. — Clothing and got to a Home. 

No. 3 F. — Clothing. She agreed to go into a Home for 12 months, 
when we hope to get her a situation. 

No. 4. M. — Food and lodging until he got employment. 

No, 5 F. — Supplied her with clothing on her getting employment. 
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No. 6 M. — Assisted him back to his family in England. 

No. 7 M. — Full suit clothing, board and lodging, enabling him to 
get a situation. 

No. 8 M. — Clothing and lodging until he could obtain work. 

No. 9 M.--Eood and clothing. 

No. 10 M. — Food and clothing. 

No. 11 M. — Full set shoemaker's tools and leather to commoneo work. 

Mo. 12 F. — Very serious case — still under care. 

No. 13 F. — Assisted her back to her friends at her own request. 

No. 14 F. — Corresponded with a neighbouring Prisoners’ Aid Society, 
and had influence brought on her parents. Now gone, as 
advised, Foreign. 

No. 1 5 M.— Advanced cash as loan to assist him (since re-paid).
